French and loyal Arab settlers 
in rural areas barricaded them­ 
selves in their homes, heeding re­ 
ports the guerrillas plan a large 
scale outbreak tonight to counter 
Premier Guy Mollet's new emer 
gency powers. 
The French upper house met to 
vote formal approval of the “ blank 
check” 
powers 
awarded 
Mollet 
by the National Assembly earlier 
this week. 
Algeria Minister Robert LaCosta 
is expected to return here from 
Paris this weekend to start putting 
the new powers in force. 
The parliamentary vote author­ 
ized Mollet to take virtually any 
economic or military step he con­ 
siders necessary to put an end to 
the ani-French campaign of mur­ 
der and arson in Algeria. 
The Premier, who previously had 
threatened to wage all-out war 
against the guerrillas if they per­ 
sist in their activities, yesterday 
offered increased wages, farm re­ 
forma and public works jobs for 
the unemployed to improve con­ 
ditions in Algeria. 


82,000,000 Cars, 
53,000 Deaths 
Foreseen in 19íí 


CHICAGO W> — The National 
Safety Council predicted today that 
10 years from now the nation’s 
highways will be jammed with 82 
million cars. 
This would be 20 million more 
than are on [he road today. 
The council said the 82 million 
cars would be driven at various 
times by a total of 90 million 
drivers, rolling up a total of about 
825 billion miles per year. 
The traffic death toll will run 
around 53jD00 in 1966, the council 
estimated, unless the nation's mo­ 
torists mend their ways.

EDITOR’S CORNER

County Redistrlctlng Long Overdue 


A fter stalling around for years the 
Board of Supervisors has finally decid­ 
ed to go into th e problem of redistrict- 
ing Riverside County and letting the 
people be heard on the subject. 
Al­ 
though Supervisors McCall and W arren 
tried to stall again until next year — 
bedause this is election year — the 
Board voted last week to bring up the 
subject at th e ir Informal m eeting in 
Banning-Beaum ont area in May. George 
Berkey, newly appointed supervisor lor 
this (Fourth) district pressed for action 
on redistrlctlng. 


Residents of Palm Springs have long 
sought m ore equitable representation on 
the county board. The present five dis­ 
tricts are way out of balance In popula­ 
tion as well as area. Four districts run 
into Riverside City and the other runs 
all th e way from Beaum ont to Blythe. 
If action is dem anded by the people, new 
districts could be established early next 
year. 


Four plans have been proposed by the 
County Planning Commission. They are: 


1) Divide Riverside City into four eq u al­ 
ly populated section* an d th e surtoundlnq 
co u n ty area in the sam e fashion, thu* 
fa n n in g District* 1, S. 1 and S. Norco would 
bo ad d ed to No. */ T em ecula. Elsinore and 
M u rietta to No. I) an d R oaum ont end B an­ 
n in g te No. J. This w ould leav e District 4 
th e sam e except tak in g off tho Beaum ont- 
B anning portion. 


8) Divide Riverside City in to three and 
su reu n d in g county area in th ree equally 
p o p u lated sections, form ing D istricts 1. 2 
and I. New D istrict 8 w ould com prise Beau­ 
m ont. Banning. Palm Springs and Desert 
N ot Springs; a n d D istrict 4 w ould run from 
C ath ed ral p ity to Blythe. 


S) Let Rtverside City com prieo all of Dis­ 
tric t 1; add Norco to No. S. an d add Alvord. 
L a Storm . M urietta an d T em ecula to No. 5. 
D istricts 3 a n d 4 w ould bo th e sam e as 
P lan No. S. 


4) This method 
favored by Supervisor 
A nderson, wm prep an d by th e P lanning 
Com m ission four years ago b u t net acted 
upon. The p la n Is to follow School District 
lin ee for Supervisorial D istrict lines, except 
In Riverside C ity .. 
I 


The Planning Commission points out 
th at to keep th# districts fairly even in 
population a t least three of them m ust 


take In part of Riverside. J h e Commis- 
sioa favors Plan 1, D irector Tyler Suess, 
said. Supervisor A nderson believes th a t 
a redistricting study should be m ade 
m andatory every four years; which is a 
good idea. 


The only alternate Palm Springs has 
in these four proposals is w hether this 
com m unity would ra th e r be included 
with Beaum ont, B anning and D esert H ot 
Springs In one district, or joined in a 
district with all the area east of the Col­ 
orado river, including th e Coachella and 
Palo Verde agricultural valleys. 


The latter area is the section which it 
has been proposed be form ed into a sep­ 
arate county — known as D esert Coun­ 
ty. A gitation along th is line has been 
started again following the failure of 
new County C harter proposal. 
< 


R ight now is the tim e to press for re- 
districting action. C ounty Counsel R ay 
Sullivan Jr. has pointed out th at th e 
state laws governing redistricting apply 
as follows: 


"D istrict m ay net b* m ad* so as to u n ­ 
se a t any supervisor nor w ithin 90 d ay s 
preceding a n election." He pointed out th a t 
"if hearings a re held now and a plan d e ­ 
term ined upon the b o ard could tak e d e fin ­ 
ite action te redistrict Im m ediately foUew- 
ln g th e Novem ber election, an d allow ing 
30 d ay s for th e o rdinance to redistrict to 
go into efefct. could m ake new districts 
effective the first of n ex t year." 
A study of all proposed plans — o r 
even new suggested boundaries—should 
be m ade by the com m unities of the C oa­ 
chella Valley to see if they could n o t 
agree on one. W hether the residents of 
Banning and B eaum ont w ant to be in­ 
cluded with Palm Springs or the section 
th a t runs into Riverside City will also 
be a determ ining factor. Since it appears 
th at some redistricting action will de­ 
finitely be taken it is im portant th a t 
Palm Springs determ ine w hat would be 
the best plan for this city, consult w ith 
other towns in the Coachella Valley to 
get th eir views — and then go to th e 
Board of Supervisors with the idea of 
getting as nearly w h at is desired and 
equitable as possible. 


Despite challenges 
power and leadership, Chancellor Kon­ 
rad A denaur has within the last three 
days chalked up notable personal victor­ 
ies. T his is all the more impressive be­ 
cause some of his policies are widely 
controverted and his opposition strong. 
The grand old man of Bonn is still at 
BO th e m ost dom inant and wise influence 
in Germ any. F or th a t m atter no states­ 
man of post-w ar Europe m eets the sta­ 
ture of the Reich's Der Alte. 
At th e recent election in the key state of 
Baden - W uerttem berg, the Chancellor’s 
C hristian D em ocratic Party, on the de­ 
fensive in a vigorous cam paign, rolled 
back th e th rea t to its controlling role. 
His p arty won 56 of the 120 state parlia­ 
m ent seats, six more than held previous­ 
ly. T his was the first test of A denaur's 
popular strength since the setback in the 
Ruhr. 


A denaur-supported am endm ents to the 
constitution, binding West German arm ­ 
ed forces under civilian control, were

PEYTONA’S RECORD stood for 
28 years but then it had to go as 
purses gradually began to increase 
along with the number of stakes 
races available 
Miss 
Woodford 
stunned the racing world in 1873 
when she became the first horse 
to win more than $100.000 
"They'll never top that." was 
the then unanimous verdict. 
Yet today there are nine races 
which pay more than $100,000 as 
the winner's share. The Garden 
Slate Stakes, as example, returned 
$157,918 to the victor last year 


AND NASHl'A copped six In 
that neighborhood in 1955 as he 
won the Flamingo Stakes, $104,600; 
the Florida Derby, $100,000; the 
Washington Par* m a t c h race 
against Swaps, $100.000; The Ar­ 
lington Classic, $91,675; the Bel­ 
mont Stakes. $83,700, and the $75,­ 
000 Wood Memorial, while also 
picking up the Preakness. $67.550, 
and the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
$52,850. 
Miss Woodford's "unbreakable" 
banking record lasted only 11 years 
and finally, in 1891, the immortal 
Domino took a 29-year hold on the 
money winning title with a total 
of $170,89(1. 
Man 
O'War broke 
through in 1920 with $249.465 to his 
account yet reigned only three 
years before Zev moved past the

The dispute and the unexpected­ 
ly large gate of $104.288 paid by 
12,145 at the Stadium brought an 
appreciative gleam to Promoter 
Norris’ eye* today. He said, "Both 
fought so well that a return bout 
in June would mq|ce a top attrac­ 
tion for Chicago. I'll begin nego­ 
tiating as soon as possible.” 
TWENTY-FIVE 
year old Sax­ 
ton's in-and-out tactics with left 
jabs and left hooks, and his speedy 
combinations whenever forced to 
close quarters, won the unanimous 
verdict over the 11-5 favorite. But 
a United Press poll of ringside 
writers showed 11 for Basilo and 
seven for Saxton.

Margaret's Long Wait for Marriage 
Was Hot Unusual tor a Truman 


NEW YORK W—Margaret Tru­ 
man waited a long time for the 
right man to come along. 
When he came he waa a gray­ 
haired foreign correspondent more 
than 10 years her senior, and as 
handsome and polished a gentle­ 
man as a girl could want. 
There were those who were wor­ 
ried about Margaret. She had 
stayed single a long time, to the 
point In most families where the 
aunt and uncles would be shaking 
their heads and wondering. 
But for tha Trumans it wasn't 
at all unusual. 
Harry Truman, patient and per­ 
sistent. 
courted 
Bess 
Wallace 
through his high school days and 
well into manhood before he got 
her to the altar of the Trinity 
Episcopal 
Church 
at 
Independ­ 
ence, Mo., in 1919. They were 
both 35. 
. 
By then they must have known 
what they wanted, and there is 
reason to believe that Margaret, 
their only child, born in 1924, has 
known all along what she wanted 
and has been out to get it. 
The turn of events that made 
her father a senator, then vice 
president, and finally president of 
the United States both helped and 
hindered the accomplishment of 
Margaret's dreams. She was 21, 


the age when most girls are think­ 
ing about getting married, when 
she spent her first night in the 
White House. 
At W’ashington dances the men 
used to cut in before she could 
take two steps with her original 
paztner. “ It would 
have been 
nice," she wrote recently, “to 
think that my face or my smile or 
my manners or my ball gown or 
the way I danced had drawn them 
to my side, but I have never been 
able to fool myself. . . they want­ 
ed to tell somebody the next 
morning that they had danced 
with the President's daughter.” 
There were dates 
galore in 
Washington but no real romance. 
A beau taking a girl home tó a 
front porch lit by floodlights and 
watched by Secret Servicemen i s f ™ ^ 
not encouraged to Unger. “There 
' 
is not much you can do except 
shake hands. ' Margaret wrote, 
“and that's no way to get en­ 
gaged.” 
But there weje other things. As 
a little girl growing up in a small 
town ir, Missouri Margaret had 
dreamed of being a concert sing­ 
er. This she accomplished and, 
though she was not the world's 
best she knew the thrill of taking 
bows in Carnegie Hall. 
Sha later wanted to try acting, 


and mad* a successful debut in 
summer 
stock. 
She became a 
comedienne, too, and did turns 
before television 
cameras with 
such veterans as Jimmy Durante. 
Throughout 
this 
career 
she 
maintained a fierce loyalty to her 
father in his ups and down of 
popular favor. He reciprocated, 
leading to such Incidents as his 
letter of rebuff to a music critic 
who didn't like the way Margaret 
sang. 
Margaret recently disclosed that 
she vowed in 1945 not to get mar­ 
ried while her father was presi­ 
dent. After 1952 this self-imposed 
bar had been lifted but she con­ 
tinued to lead gossip cblumnists 
down blind alleys with her chang­ 
ing escorts who failed to become 
anything but good friends. 
“Just Good Friends" 
As a confirmed New Yorker 
she began to be seen regularly 
last year with songwriter Harold 
Just good friends," she 
insisted. 
Through mutual friends In No­ 
vember she met a seasoned, suc­ 
cessful foreign correspondent just 
back from Moscow. Cliff Daniel 
became more than an escort, and 
by January, when Mr. and Mrs. 
Truman came to New York on a 
political mission, Margaret had 
someone special to introduce to 
them. 
"They were delighted." Marga­ 
ret revealed at her press confer­ 
ence with Daniel.

They are mainly interested in 
the production of anti-bodies to 
fight cancer — but as yet have 
made no claims to it — “just 
as they have made no claims rela­ 
tive to their life-prolonging experi­ 
ments." he said. 
The doctor said longevity ex­ 
periments, some of which make use 
of "deep freeze” methods ar* bas­ 
ed on attempts to stimulate tis­ 
sue and were Instituted in the 
Soviet Union some 25 years ago. 
He said their initiator died at the 
age of 82"no—t a very good testi­ 
monial.”

Lodge Says Red 


Economic Drive 


is On in Africa 


UNITED NATIONS. N. Y. (09— 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr. warned today that Soviet Rus­ 
sia has begun an economic pene­ 
tration of Africa. 
Lodge, chief U. S. delegate to the 
United Nations, returned Tuesday 
from a three-week inspection tour 
of U. S. and U. N. economic air 
projects in Libya and the Sudan. 
He said he had prepared a re­ 
port for Washington on the “bat­ 
tle of assistance” with Russia and 
that he expected to testify before 
Congress on the U. N. technical 
aid program. 
"I think the Soviet Union is be­ 
ginning to establish itself in Africa 
in a general way,” he said. 
"There is a competition in the 
world as regards economic devel­ 
opment. The free world is in that 
competition. How to meet it with­ 
out making the people scrap their 
freedom is a very big question.” 
Lodge refused to identify tha 
African countries concerned but 
said he had heard of “a number” 
that had received and are consid­ 
ering Soviet offers of aid with 
"strings attached” to the Kremlin. 
The “strings," he said, are Rus­ 
sia's insistence that Soviet person­ 
nel be, assigned to any economic 
project so they can "work behind 
the scenes.” 


U.S. Switches 


Policy on Atom

The 
United 
States, in what appeared to be a 
major switch in policy, has agreed 
to "examine” nuclear disarma­ 
ment here next week with her 
Western allies and Russia, official 
sources said today. 
In the past the United States 
with its allies has declined to dis­ 
cuss nuclear disarmament with 
the Soviets until the problems of 
inspection and controls are satis­ 
factorily resolved. 
The West's discussions will be 
limited to methods and goals and 
will not involve commitments on 
future atomic weapons at this 
stage, the sources said. 
On Monday the four Western 
powers have 
scheduled a new 
round of disarmament negotiations 
with the Soviets here within the 
framework of the United Nations 
Disarmament Subcommittee. 
The United States was reported 
guardedly encouraged because of 
Russia's admission it no longer 
regards war as inevitable and by 
Moscow'» realization of the prohib­ 
itive horrors of a surprise nuclear 
attack.

WASHINGTON (If — The big 
political story nowadays is way 
down South in Dixie. 
In Dixie there are rumblings 
of sqother bolt — a big one. Three 
or more southern 
states have 
bolted the Democratic ticket in 
three of the past seven presiden­ 
tial elections.

really isn't solid any more.

Catholicism caused the bolt in 1928 
when Republican Herbert Hoover 
defeated Democrat Alfred Eman­ 
uel Smith. Mr. Hoover carried 
Florida, North Carolina, Tennes­ 
see, Texas and Virginia. 
PRESIDENT TRUMAN was el­ 
ected in 1948 over Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey of New York, despite 
loss of Louisiana. Mississippi, Ala­ 
bama and 
South Carolina to a 
State's Rights third party. State's 
Rights 
candidate 
Strom 
Thur­ 
mond, South Carolina, also picked 
up a Single election vote in Ten­ 
nessee. Race relations was the 
principal bolt issue in 1948. 
State's rights on a much broader 
basis 
was 
the 
principal issue 
which gave Florida. Tennessee, 
Texas and Virginia to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in his 1952 defeat of 
Adlai E. Stevenson. The issue di­ 
viding Democrats has narrowed 
again this year to the angry ques­ 
tion of white and Negro children 
attending the same schools. 
SOUTHERN HATRED of prohi­ 
bition and fear of Catholicism dis­ 
tilled bitterness in 1928. Race re­ 
lations and less painful Issues 
aroused 1948 tempers. The 1952 
election was all sweetness and 
light compared to these. 
TJie 1958 campaign is building 
rapidly toward Democratic bitter­ 
ness surpassing anything in the 
memory of most, 
perhaps all, 
voters. There was a hint of what 
may come in the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention four years ago 
Northern Democrats then all but 
ejected from the convention the 
delegations of Louisiana. South 
Carolina and Virginia. 
The Supreme Court's order for 
Integration of the races in public 
schools has concentrated the dis­ 
pute within the Democratic Party 
on a single fiery issue which 
seems already to be too hot to 
handle 
Some Democratic conservatives 
have predicted a break in the so- 
called solid South this year unless 
the party's presidential condidate 
and platform plump for go-slow 
moderation in 
m e r g i n g the 
schools. 
That suggests that Adlai E Stev­ 
enson, 
Illinois, might hold the 
South together while Sen. Estes 
Kefauver, Tennessee, or Gov. Av- 
erell Harrtman, New York, might 
not. 
THE SPECTACULAR depth and 
breadth of party division, how­ 
ever, only became evident with 
the “declaration of Constitutional 
Principles" pul .¡shed here over 
the signatures of 19 southern sen­ 
ators and 77 representatives. Four 
more House members signed up 
later. There will be other signers 
—all pledged to oppose the Su­ 
preme Court's order by every law­ 
ful means. 
Right or wrong, these are seri­ 
ous men, most of them powerful 
in Congress and among conserva­ 
tives of their political faith. They 
moved, they said, in defense of 
southern "habits, customs, tradi­ 
tions and way of life."

SACRAMENTO W — The As­ 
sembly today passed and sent to 
the Senate an all-time high budget 
of $1,756,835,000. 
The vote was 
63-11. 
The budget bill, up $20.7 million 
over Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight' 
original 
request, 
finally 
w a . 
passed in the tower house after 
two last-minute efforts were made 
to change the $9.1 million appro­ 
priation 
for the 
Feather 
River 
Project. 
The first amendment for FR P 
was proposed by 
Assemblyman 
Lloyd 
Lowrey 
iD-Rum sey 
He 
sought to cut the amount for the 
Feather River Project by $4,250 
000 
These funds were ear marked 
for the proposed Alameda-Contra 
Costa-Santa 
Clara-San 
Benito 
Aqueduct and for further study of 
coastal routes for the project. 


LOWREY SAID he was for the 
project but did not like to see 
additions such as the four-county 
diversion added to the FRP. His 
amendment was shouted down on 
a voice vote. 
The 
second 
FR P 
amendment 
came from Assemblyman William 
A. Munnell (D-Los Angeles*. 
He 
tried to boost the $9.1 million FRP 
budget item by an additional $21,­ 
600.000 "so construction df the Oro- 
ville Dam can start immediately. " 


The lower house, in a m arathon 
session 
Wednesday which lasted 
two hours past the usual lunch 
time, voted 64-6 against a proposal 
to remove from the budget some 
$9.1 million for the Feather River 
Project. 
THE AMENDMENT was offered 
by A8emblyman Clark L. Bradley 
(R-San Josei.'who argued no mon­ 
ey should be spent on the $1.5 bil­ 
lion FR P until the controversy 
over w ater rights is settled and un 
til the state reorganizes some 50 
agencie$ ’into a single department 
of water resources. 
Bradley argued there was con­ 
siderable evidence from an inde­ 
pendent report on the FRP that 
the project was not yet financially 
or economically feasible. 
But 36 Southern California legis­ 
lators voted in a solid bloc against 
Bradley's move to postpone pro­ 
gress on the FRP.' Only two South­ 
ern California assemblymen vpted 
"Aye”—H. Allen Smith (R-Glen- 
dale) and Vernon Kilpatrick (D- 
Los Angeles). 


BRADLEY'S only other support 
eame from Assembyman Bernard 
Brady 
(D-San Francisco), Lloyd 
Lowery ID-Rumsey) and John A. 
O'Connell <D-San Francisco'. 
Assemblyman Patrick D. McGee 
(R-Van Nuys), leader of the Los 
Angeles delegation, urged defeat 
of the Bradley amendment apd said 
It was "vitally imporant" for the 
state to acquire right now the sites 
for the Oroville Dam and San Luis 
Reservoir—key units in the FRP. 
McGee agreed with Bradley that 
a settlement of the north-south 
water rights must come ahead of 
the actual construction of the proj­ 
ect. 
"But we in the south feel acquisi­ 
tion of the San Luis site at this 
time is imperative to protect South­ 
ern California’s future water devel­ 
opment.” McGee said. 


WITH THAT, the lower house 
voted down the Bradley amend­ 
ment and clearly . set Assembly 
policy on the FRP although the 
Senate has not as yet submitted the 
project to a floor test. 
The revised budget as finally 
amended by the lower house in­ 
cluded * total of $4.3 million more 
than 
the 
budget 
document 
ap­ 
proved by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
Latest 
additions 
included. $4.1 
million to boost salaries of 70,000 
state employes by 6 1-» per cent; 
$250,000 for University of Califor­ 
nia to step up its program of con­ 
verting sea water to fresh water; 
$1.1 million as the state's share to­ 
ward construction of 16 armories 
and $70.000 for the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Transit Authority. 


Other developments: 
GAS TAX: Sen. Randolph Col­ 
lier (R-Yreka) introduced a bill 
boosting highway user taxes by 
$38 million to repair state, county 
and city highways damaged by the 
floods during the next 18 months. 
His transportation committee was 
to hold a hearing on the bill late 
today 
despite 
objections 
from 
Knight. The governor said he want­ 
ed no tax increase at this session. 


FLOOD RELIEF: A lower house 
committee 
approved 
a 
10-point 
flood relief program. Assemblyman 
Glenn E. Coolidge <R-Felton> in­ 
troduced a bill in the same com­ 
mittee to appropriate $20.8 million 
to be spent on a sliding scale 
matching principles with cities and 
counties to repair highways and 
other public works.

dio communications and naviga­ 
tion. 
The fund, every cent that was 
requested for the satellite work, 
was included in a

Geophysical Year. 
Testimony before the appropria­ 
tions 
group 
disclosed 
that 
the 
United States now plans to launch 
12 satellites, in the hope that at 
least eight will "hang up'1- and 
whirl through space at 18,000 miles 
per hour for weeks, months, or 
even a year or two. 
In other actions, the committee 
denied $2 million sought by the 
Interior Department's Bureau of 
Land Management to speed the 
access road program in Oregon 
and California land grant area.

called a 12-hour session of the 
Senate today in an effort to speed 
final action on the farm bill. 
They were spurred by President 
Eisenhower's warning at his news 
conference yesterday that it soon 
will be planting time and that the 
new farm program should there­ 
fore be enacted speedily. 
The administration was particu­ 
larly anxious to get the proposed 
$1.1 billion soil bank into opera­ 
tion. Under it, farm ers would be 
paid for letting corn, cotton, pea­ 
nut, rice, tobacco and wheat land 
lie idle and for diverting other 
crop lands to conservation grasses 
or tree*. 
Farm experts feared that the 
soil bank would fall short of its 
acreage goals if farmers had to 
plough up already planted crops 
in order to participate in the new 
program. 
Senate Democratic leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson said he would call 
another long session tomorrow and 
an unusual Saturday session, if 
necessary, in an all-out effort to 
get a final vote on the farm bill 
this week But Senate Republican 
Leader William F. Knowland said 
he believed action on the measure 
could be completed tomorrow. 
Congressional farm leaders have 
set an April 1 deadline for final 
approval of the measure. 
Votes on the main remaining 
controversial issues, the dual par­ 
ity formula and an increase in 
minimum support price for dairy 
products, were delayed by a polit­ 
ical donnybrook yesterday over the 
school milk program. 
However, the Senate ended up 
by voting 
unanimously 
for the 
amendment. It would authorize ex­ 
penditure of $75 million annually 
for the next two years for the 
school milk program and $20 mil­ 
lion ■ year for control of Bang's 
disease In cattle.
